We (Pearson and associate 
Jack Anderson) have written 
several columns exposing the 
Conimunist-anarchist ideology 
behind the SDS. We also have 
written several columns ex- 
posing how the Nazis have 
taken over the NYA, lock, 
stock and bank account. Both 
groups promote violence and 
seek the overthrow of the U.S.

THE NYA IS the former 
Youth for Wallace organiza- 
tion, which changed it name 
after the election. The original 
leaders opposed the Nazi take- 
over but were driven out by 
by the Nazis, who seized the 
membership list, contributors* 
list and bank assets.
